The Cue of Reduced 
Livestock Marketings 

The current cattle and sheep 
marketing situation in Western 
Canada suggests that it would b< 
most useful for every producer to 
give serious thought to the pos¬ 
sibility of withholding from the 
market a maximum number of 
such livestock states H. J. Har¬ 
grave, Head of the Animal Hus¬ 
bandry Section of the Lethbridge 
Epperimental Station.

are now selling yearlings, and 
many yearling spreads have ar¬ 
rived at a cow and calf basis with¬ 
in the past two or three years. 
This appears to be an opportune 
time to carry the calves until 
they are yearlings and the year¬ 
lings until they are two’s. This 
may also be the time to winter 
ewe lambs ior additions to deplet¬ 
ed and over-qge breeding flocks 
rather than send them to the feed 
lots. 

A half ton of hay or straw plus 
5 or 6 bushels/of grain will win¬ 
ter a calf inJvod condition. Slight¬ 
ly more feeomaintain.s a yearling 
throughout the winter. Tf plenty 
of grass' or crop aftermath is 
available considerably less feed 
per head will he required for a 
normal winter. If the outlook for 
grazing additional numbers next 
summer is not 'good, the possibil¬ 
ity of putting rattle in the feedlot 
next spring could be considered. 

A yearling generally weighs 300 
pounds more than a calf, and a 
two-year-old weighs 350 pounds 
more than a yearling. If cattle 
are wintered exceptionally well 
thees weight spreads will be even 
wider. If 15 or 20 dollars worth of 
feed will winter a steer and 10 
dollars worth ol grazing will do 
the summering, it looks like good 
business to carry the steer for an¬ 
other year even if prices remain 
as they now are. 

A fortunate combination of cir¬ 
cumstances including sound finan¬ 
cial position, income tax struc¬ 
ture, and an abundant supply of 
feed should enable most livestock 
producers to carry over additional 
numbers without serious disloca¬ 
tion of long-range plans. The pre¬ 
sent market outlook makes it ap¬ 
pear that it would be sound busi¬ 
ness to hold back as many stock as 
possible this fall.
